L FOR ONE, can never 
forget the night I went to 
see the great DeWolf Hop¬ 
per, husband of Hedda Hop¬ 
per, among others, and came 
away raving about his lead¬ 
ing lady, Loui.se Gunning, 
whose beautiful voice and 
beautiful presence were just 
beginning to make the whole 
country rave. I believe they 
were raving about her in 
Europe, too, when she be¬ 
came ill and retired to Si¬ 
erra Madre—and later mar¬ 
ried Oskar Selling. 


WHILE I'M remembering, 
I can never forget the eve¬ 
ning when Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Griebenow invited the 
Rasbachs and quite a little 
party of us to their house 
to hear Mme. Schumann- 
Heink sing on a national 
hookup. In those days only 
one family in 50 had a radio 
and national hookups were 
not daily events. The reason 
for the party was that Mme. 
Schumann - Heink had sent 
word to Oscar Rasbach, Si¬ 
erra Madre music teacher, 
that on that national hookup 
she would sing his new song, 
“Trees.” 

That national hookup was 
the thing which started 
“Trees” on its great success, 
which now is international. 
When my wife and I were in 
Europe a few years ago we 
saw “Trees, j)ar Oscar Ras¬ 
bach” advertised on a sheet 
of French music, and I have 
no doubt it is equally popu¬ 
lar in many lands. The only 
bad thing about that was 
that the Rasbachs became so 
prosperous, and so in de¬ 
mand among the wealthy 
foil? in San Marino, that they 
moved from Sierra Madre. 
But Sierra Madre was the 
place of artistic inspiration, 
especially fortunate in its 
beautiful trees.
